Multiple Major Survival Surgeries (MMSS) ; 

1 . Six Investigators were granted Stanford lACUC approval to perform two survival surgeries on non- 
human primates as part of the same experimental protocol. All surgeries were performed with appropriate 
anesthetic agents. During this reporting period, twenty-one (21) nonhuman primates have been used. 

Housing/Cage Changing : 

2. One Investigator was granted Stanford lACUC approval to house hamsters as continuous breeding 
male/female pairs. During this reporting period, twenty-four (24) hamsters have been pair housed. 

3. One Investigator was granted Stanford lACUC approval to house hamsters in cages that are 5.5 inches 
tall. This cage size is optimal for the research being performed (developmental outcomes). If future 
research is performed that will not be affected by cage size, cages 6 inches tall will be used. During this 
reporting period, one-hundred and sixty-one (161) hamsters have been housed in 5.5 inch tall cages. 

4. Two investigators were granted Stanford lACUC approval to cross-tie sheep as long as medically 
necessary. Animals are able to move within their pens (forwards, backwards, and side to side), with the 
exception of turning around, and are able to lie down. As per the APHIS Notice in the Federal Register 
Vol. 65, No. 23, 5301-5303, Feb 3, 2000, the Stanford IA(3UC approved this scientifically justified 
restriction to the animal's space. During this reporting period, two (2) sheep were used. 

Water Control : 

5. Four Investigators were granted Stanford lACUC approval to utilize carefully monitored water control as 
a motivational tool. During this reporting period, twenty-nine (29) nonhuman primates have been used. 

Physical Restraint ; 

7. Four Investigators were granted Stanford lACUC approval to utilize non-human primate chair restraint 
during experimental procedures. The animals were removed at the end of the recording sessions. The 
average length of the recording sessions was four hours. During this reporting period, thirty (30) 
nonhuman primates have been used.

Thank you for the opportunity to clarify our lACUC-approved exception #2 concerning 
hamsters housed as continuous breeding pairs. Specifically you asked for the additional 
information that indicates this lACUC-approved exception is study related and based on 
scientific need. The lACUC-approved exception #2 under discussion, from the Annual 
Report, is set out below along with the additional information requested. 

The lACUC-approved exception #2 currently reads as follows in the Annual Report: 

One Investigator was granted Stanford lACUC approval to house hamsters as 
continuous breeding male/female pairs. During this reporting period, twenty-four 
(24) hamsters have been pair housed. 

Additional information that indicates lACUC-approved exception #2 is study related and 
based on scientific need is as follows: 

These Siberian Dwarf hamsters {Phodopus sungorus) are used in research to 
study brain development. The male hamsters contribute to pup care and are left 
with the dam and litter to reduce stress related neural damage which can lead to 
negative behaviors, including cannibalism.
